Mayor Robert Wilton also made some 
appointments, all approved by the village 
board: Board of Police and Fire Atty, 
Bernard Wysocki; commissioner of

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China from Antioch serves Air Force 1

In this day of government redundancies, 
and (he dwindling number Made in the 
USA labels, il is a surprise to find that 
the federal government chose a company 
founded over a century ago in tlic United 
States, one which is still operated by the 
same family, to supply several of its 
agencies with fine china. 

For over 1 1 years, Antioch 's Pickard 
China has been supplying America's for- 
eign embassies all over the world with 
china especially designed for the diplo- 
matic service. 

Bidding against the world renowned 
Lennox China Co. for a continuation of 
that government contract this year, and 
winning, gave Pickard another contract 
for supplying approximately 10,000 
pieces of china a year for the United 
States Diplomatic Corps. 

Pickard also supplies the china used at 
the Presidential retreat, Camp David. 
Nancy Reagan chose die pattern done in a 
burnt orange which is still in use in 
these, (he early days of the Bush 
administration. 

When president and Mrs, Bush have 
guests, be they foreign dignitaries, or cit- 



izens in town on business, they also dine 
on Pickard china from the china cabinets 
of the Blair House, the official Presiden- 
tial guest house. 

Now, Pickard has just delivered two sets 
of china to be used to make dining more 
splendid on the new Air Force One, as 
soon as Boeing delivers the goods.

committee has been assigned the task of 
recommending how to meet the redisrict- 
ing mandate and, at the same time, make 
other changes in die County Board. That 
body will vote on the recommendations. 

The committee is expected to make its 
recommendations within one year. First 
meeting will be next month at the 
College of Lake County. 

By state law the size or the board can 
range from five to 29 members. Chair- 
man Norman Geary of Gray slake said he 
favors nine as being a workable number 
able to improve operational efficiency. 

"Of course, the number is up to the 
committee, but whatever it turns out to be 
I hope it is an odd number to avoid voting 
problems such as we have iiad in the post 
on some issues." 

Until the current County Board 
alignment was introduced in 1973, there 
were 18 county supervisors and 19 
assistants for a total of 39 members. 

As for an elected county executive, 
such a title was proposed last year by 
board member Robert Ncai of Wadsworlh 
in DisL 3. The idea wound up on the 



March primary ballot without much study 
or support. It failed. Ncal and others 
reasoned that someone in authority is 
needed to speak for and represent the 
county. "We very well could have another 
referendum on the same matter," Geary 
said, "but this time there will be more 
study." 

Another recommendation the 
committee might make is the elimination 
or some county office. Geary said this is 
what the lost committee did 10 years ago 
when he was County Board chairman. 
The post of county auditor was abolished. 
"I don't think a lot of people know or care 

il is gone," said Geary, who claims the 
office was traditionally held by the county 
Republican Party chairman. 

Chairman of the study commission is 
Sidney Danoff, a Waukcgan businessman. 
He led a similar body about 1 1 years ago 
that led to the position of county 
administrator and consolidation of some 
county departments.

Halas of Waukcgan.

Keeping Rte. 53 alive 



There is fairly broad support for the 
extension of Rlc. 53 into the heart of Lake 
County. Hard-core opposition lies with 
residents of Long Grove and Hawthorn 
Woods who will be impacted heavily by 
construction and environmentalists. 

Otherwise, the public is perceiving 
construction of die six-lane superhighway 
from the present Lake-Cook county line 
terminus north to a point south of 
Ornyslakc as on important part of highway 
transportation system of the future. That 
is why the Illinois Dcpl. of Transportation 
is proceeding widi right-of-way acquisition 
and $4 million has been made available for 
the required environmental impact study. 

Public support for the controversial 
highway was evidenced in survey 
conducted jointly by Sen. Jack SchaciTcr 
(R-McIIcnry County) and State Rep. 
Robert Churchill (R-Lakc Villa). Schacfrcr 
found particularly significant support for 
Rtc. 53 in Fremont Twp. where 45 
percent of those surveyed wanted to begin 
construction now and 13 percent said to 
begin construction later, leaving 40 
percent in the heart of the opposition 



opposed to Rtc. 53 in any way, shape or 
form. 

Without doubt, politicians normally 
disposed to "progress" will look kindly on 
numbers like these. Perhaps even 
opponents of Rtc, 53 will read good news 
into the same results. That's the way 
surveys go. 

More significantly, Rtc. 53 plans arc 
being kept alive with more surveys, 
funding for the environmental impact 
study and chipping away here and ilicrc for 
right-of-way acquisition even though 
officialdom is in agreement that 
construction funds arc not available and 
won't be for some time. The fact of the 
matter is that construction funds don't 
have to be available to keep Rtc. 53 
planning moving forward. Even the 
staunchcsl proponents don't see the 
highway entering construction stages until 
about the year 2000. 

By that lime, there will be more public 
pressure for building Rtc, 53, and political 
leaders and highway builders hope die 
money will be available. The reality is 
that die pro-Rte. 53 bloc has time on dtcir 
side. And they know it.

i?S!l'S school budgets Politically Speaking

Visiiors lo the State Capitol must be 
amazed at the throngs of people 
descending upon the legislature, each 
bearing their own message. This week, 
however, one message rang loud and clear 
above the others, education needs more 
money. 

Rallicrs on the steps of the Capitol' 
brought a simple message that can no 
longer be ignored. Repeatedly,' wc heard 
first-hand the cries lo give education 
funding the attention it deserves. I'm 
proud to say that House Republicans have 
developed a means to do just that. 

Under die recendy released Priority One 
Plan, education would benefit from 
- $191.5 million more than the Governor 
has proposed in his Fiscal Year 1990 
budget request. The plan guarantees 
education 63 percent of net income tax 
receipts plus its current funding sourc es. 

Commentary 

In addition, Priority One adds 
predictability to local schools' budget 
planning, 

Throughout our stale, schools arc in 
severe financial straits. Almost 200 
schools arc on the State Board of 
Education's financial "watch list." These 
schools would benefit from Priority One. 
The plan takes education, at alt levels, out 
of the yearly tug-or-war for stale dollars 
and ensures that schools can keep Uicir 
doors open, while colleges and 
universities can help slop the exodus or 
faculty to higher-paying insdtulioris. 

Of the several education funding 
proposals before ihe legislature the 
Priority One Plan is the bcsi. The slate's 
top budget analysts have agreed the plan 
will work, and representatives from 
throughout ihe education community have 
endorsed it. In a nutshell, the plan creates

a pool of money solely for education, adds 
stability to die funding process and leaves 
teacher retirement funding levels intact 
without changing the way wc finance 
retirement. 

Under Priority One, elementary and 
secondary schools in die 59th legislative 
district would receive SI. 5 million more 
in General, Slate Aid lhan in the current 
fiscal year. In subsequent years, local 
schools should receive an annual increase 
of about four percent, assuming merely 
moderate growth in the economy, 

Illinois House Republicans understand 
that though choices may have to be made 
to ensure that education is properly 
funded, and we are committed to seeing 
that education truly is Priority One.

G.J. Smith Resort: A legacy since '29

The year 1929 saw the end of the 
roaring twenties, when the 'stock markcl 
crashed unexpectedly. For most people it 
meant hard limes. But for Charles C. 
Smith and his wife, Elsie, il was the year 
they started a legacy. 

Smith and his wife— who were 36'and 
31 years old respectively at ihc time — 
moved from Evanston to Anu'och on what 
is now Orass Lake Rd. There, along ihc 
Spring Lake channels, they built ihcir 
house and started a small fishing business, 
selling bail and renting boats. The 
business still exists ioday, fiO years later, 
as CJ. Smith's Resort. 

"Grandpa loved fishing," recalls 
Mclonnic Hartl, Smith's granddaughter. "Il 
was a hobby. He was a landscapcr, and she 
(Elsie) ran tfic resort." 

The picture has changed a lilllc since 
then, with ihc addition of a bait shop next 
to ihc original house, and some growth 
along ihc channel. Bui the docks— and the 
business— arc still ihcrc, despite flood and 
drought. 

Mclonnic and husband John now run 
C.J. Smith's. 60 years aflcr her 
grandfather's hobby lumed into the family 
business. They still give ihc same 
"customcr-oricmcd" service providing 
boats and bail for fishermen in Spring 
Lake. 
"We want the customers to come back," 



says John. "We're a seasonal business. We 
make our living in only seven months out 
of a year. We want them to feel ihat 
they're getting a really good deal, and we 
want Ihcm to enjoy il. 

"Wc can have people leaving here 
feeling lhat they've enjoyed themselves, 
thai gives us (he best feeling in ihc 
world," John said.

Dul it wasn't as simple for the Hanls as 
il may sound. Former employees of 
Baxtcr-Travcnol in Round Lake, ihcy lost 
ihcir jobs when the division they worked 
in was' acquired by a New Jersey 
corporation.

Candlelight Theatre's latest offering, the 
musical version of the WW2 movie, "The 
Human Comedy," affords its audiences an 
unusual night of well-done theatrical 
entertainment.

Richard Rcardon, as the ill-rated son of

New Zealand microcosm

For visiling Americans 
just beginning lo discover 
it, the Coromandel 
Peninsula, just a one-half 
drive From Auckland, New 
Zealand's capital, provides a 
microcosm of the country's 
history and her incredibly 
variable beauty. 

It was here in 1769 on 
the shores of Mercury Bay 
that Captain Cook look 
possession of New 
Zealand's North Island for 
England. 

Then and in more ancient 
times, Maori 'tribesmen 
roamed the hills and built 
Torts whose remnants arc 
still visible. In fact, ihc 
Maoris still consider the 
land around Mi, Mocliau lo 
be "tabu," a sacred place. 

New Zealand gold was 
first discovered in the 



Coromandel in 1851 and 
gold fever raged Tor about 

100 years. While the gold 
rush was on, the limber 
industry also thrived and 

whole forests of ancieni 
kauri trees whose tall, 
straight trunks made ideal 

ships' musts, were Tel led. 
Many of these giant trees- 
some up to 2,500 years old- 
still survive, apt sentinels 
in a land blessed by unusual 
beauty. 

Walking or "trekking" is 
a favorite New Zealand 
sport and there arc well- 
marked trails throughout the 
Coromandel. In less than 
.five minutes one can walk 
from l he road into another 
world-into the bush and 
over a hill, with tantalizing 
glimpses of the sea. 



Then scrambling downa 
cliff and feeling like 
Robinson Crusoe, one 
emerges on a beach like 
Cathedral Cove. Surely this 
place is also "labu," holy , 
ground, where wind, water 
and volcanic eruptions have 
carved caves and deposited 
rocky monoliths in die sea. 

If trekking is not one's 
spon, they can ride a horse, 
go white water rafting, 
prospecting for gcmstoncs, 
deep sea fishing or trout 
fishing in dozens of rivers 
or shopping Tor Coromandel 
pottery at studios which dot 
the area. 

Visitors can fly, drive or 
take a bus to the peninsula. 
Many people rent cars or 
campers and ihcrc arc 
motels, lodges, bed and 
breakfasts, and excellent 
camping facilities,

"Exxon is doing all that possibly can 
be done given the magnitude of the, prob- 
lem," Skinner told 700 persons attending 
the annual Lake County Republican Fed- 
eration dinner on May 12, Held at the 
Holiday Inn-Mundclcin, it was a record - 
setting crowd.

"Our national oil policy is threatened," 
Skinner said of criticism about whin lias

happened in Alaska, He noted 25 percent 
of America's oil supply comes through 
the Alaskan port of Valdcz. If environ- 
mentalists and critics succeed In lighten- 
ing controls on the domestic oil industry 
the nation will be forced to, go elsewhere, 
leading to a possible repeat of 1974 and 
1975 when the Oil Producing Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) forced dramatic price 
increases and spot shortages. 

Exxon has 400 ships under contract to 
carry huge hot water pumps and 5,000 
people working up to 16 hours a day to 
clean the massive spill— all by hand. 
They cam up to $16 per hour, 51,000 per 
week. These people wash rocks with high 
pressure hot walcr, sometimes iwo and 
three times. Marriott Corp. is the caterer 
for this vast armada 60 miles from the 
nearest town in Port William Sound. The 
logistics of feeding, housing and coordi- 
nating the work force is almost mind- 
boggling, the transportation secretary said, 
One day last week while he was ihcrc 
Exxon flew in 100,000 pairs of socks for 
those chilled by Alaskan temperatures in 
the high 40s to mid 50s during the day 
and low 30s at night. 

Skinner takes issue with Alaskan offi- 
cials who say Exxon has done too little, 
too late. Given the circumstances, cli- 
mate and available technology, he 
staunchly defends Exxon. He admits, 
however, the oil industry, itself, failed 
miserably in meeting this disaster head 
on. "On a scale or 1 to 10, it is a 0," he 
said of preparedness and response in the 
hours following the March 24 grounding 
of a tanker captained by Joseph Hazel- 
wood. The good thing is thai 55 million 
gallons remained on the tanker. 

"It is beyond your wildest imagina- 
tion," Skinner said of the jelly-like crude 
oil lhat coats the shoreline, the walcr it- 
scir and kills sea and wildlife. The colder 
temperatures of Alaska make iho oil like 
heavy molasses. "Il is a national disaster 
impossible to describe." 

Exxon has promised to clean up the oil 
spill by mid-Scptcmbcr when colder 
weather returns. "If the job isn't finished 
this year, work will resume next spring," 
Skinner said. 

Skinner travels to Alaska about once a 
month to monitor the oil spill as Bush's 
personal representative. "When I rclum I 
report directly to the president," Skinner 
said. "The president is extremely con- 
cerned." Skinner calls Alaska a "big. 
beautiful, vast, desolate stale."

First crown for MHS 

Seniors Dortch, Picchietti lead 
Mundelein to state championship

"Mundclcin, Home of the 1989 State 
Boys Gymnastics Champions", the signs 
will probably stale. Casual motorists may 
pause and slarc at the signs, which should 
be gray, white and maroon, if the stale 
allows. 

"Mundclcin, State Champs?" the tourists 
will say. 

Yes, Mundclcin did capture its first-ever 
state championship when the Mustangs 
gymnastics team scored 157.65 points in 
the state finals at Forest View High 
School in Arlington Heights Saturday. 

Mundclcin had locked up the team title 
going into die final round, so the race was 
for second place. Rolling Meadows edged 
Addison Trail 152.4 - 152.3 for the 
second-place honors. 

According to Mundclcin Coach Doug 
Focrch, patience paid off for the stale's 
best gymnasts. 

"Wc wish wc could have had the stale 
meet in the middle of the season. But you 
have lo wait and be patient. I wanted to 
finish this season off in a right manner," 
Focrch said. 

The Mustangs were led by the gymnasts 
who had been steady performers 
throughout their four years at Mundclcin. 
T. J. Dortch won die all-around as well as 
the parallel bars and lied for second on die 
floor exercise. 

• Senior Rich. Picchietti won die top medal 
on the still rings with a 9.4 and Jeff 
Tumbull finished in a tic for fifth place. 

"He had a great routine. He has been 
using that for the last two months with 
the exception of an original loop," Focrch 
said. 

Picchietti said his feeling after winning 
ihc title was one of relief. 



"I just had a more positive calm attitude 
coming in to this year," he said, 

For Focrch, a former outstanding 
gymnast at Northern Illinois University, 
the stale title is not only a dream come 
true but an early dream come true. He is in 
his fourth year at die helm in Mundclcin, 
and had a five-year plan for success, 

"I'm very happy for the kids. It's 
thrilling. It took a lot of. hard work and 
dedication. Those were the two keys," he 
said just before the Mustangs received 
their trophy. 

Focrch said die Mustangs, who finished 
seventh in die state last year, needed to 
improve on the pommel horse in order lo 
make die six-place improvement. 

Although die Mustangs lost only one 
dual match this season and several of the 
matches were by wide margins, the team 
was not without its problems. Several key 
Mustangs were injured and could not 
practice just before Mundclcin's own 
Wayne Whitmorc InvitaUonal. 

Mundclcin received strong performances 
from Tumbull, who finished ninth on the 



all-around. 

Glcnbard East topped Libcrtyvillc for 
fourth place by less than two points, 
151.7 -'150.25. 

Leading the way for Libcrtyvillc was 
Man Jackson, who was second behind 
Dortch in the all-around. 

"I did not think it could end Ihis good," 
Mundclcin assistant coach John Meyer 
said as the Mustangs proudly held their 
first-place trophy. 

Meyer, who has been at Mundclcin for 
eight years, said the state .champions arc 
aided by a technique Focrch uses in 
practices. 

"Wc do what wc call 'pressure sense'. The 
music stops and everyone in the gym is 
quiet as someone docs their routine.

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Lake Zurich defends NWSC track championship 



In a conference meet 

I featuring hundreds of 

athletes and dozens of 

(points, a letter here and a 

point there can't make much 

difference, right? 

Wrong. 

At Friday's Northwest 
Suburban Conference track 
and field meet, an incorrect 
entry from the lineup cord 
to the master team scoring 
sheet proved a nightmare for 
Grayslakc Community 
High School officials. 

What happened was this: 
Lake Zurich, Marengo and 
Round Lake were the top 
three teams in the meet. 
Round Lake was originally 
announced the winner with 



105 points to Marengo's 
104. The Panthers 
celebrated, were given the 
title and took their lap 
around the track. The Bears, 
who finished third in the 
meet with 85 points, also 
took a lap around the 
Grayslakc track, for they 
were a perfect 7-0 in duals. 

But as the sunset over the 
Grayslakc field, and Round 
Lake and Lake Zurich buses 
had already departed, 
Marengo coach Ed Reeves 
noticed on error. A Marengo 
athlete, Paul Otto, was 
entered as a Marian Central 
(MC) not M or Ma. He 
finished sixth place in the 
400 meter dash, and die one 



point was enough to throw 
the final tally into a lithcr. 
The overall NWSC 
champion is based on a 
combination of dual meet 
results and the conference 
meet. Round Lake and 
Marengo were tied for 
second place with 23 total 
points to Lake Zurich's 24. 

"All the kids were 
outstanding," Round Lake 
Coach Kevin Dcmpscy said. 

The Panthers, who
